The September call was 3 .h<i<i br 
low- the number called for August 
and was the lowest monthly quota 
since April, 1956, when 8,000 men 
were drafted. 
The draft was slashed to carry 
out Defense Secretary Charles E 
Wilson’s recent order to reduce the 
strength of the services bv 100,000 
men by next January. 


The Army, 
the only 
serv ice 
which drafts men, is shouldering 
half the total manpower cut Wil­ 
son ordered. 
Of its SO,(HK) reduc­ 
tion, 44,470 will be in the enlisted 
ranks, 
In announcing 
the September 
call, the Pentagon said “ the lower 
level of calls reflects the decision 
to reduce the number of person­ 
nel in the armed forces.” 
“ Draft calls for the Army will 
not be eliminated in the near future 
because of the reduced .strength',” 
the announcement said. There was 
no definition of the term “ near 
future ” 
Wilson is known to attach much 
importance to continuing Selective 
Service as a strong level for pro 
ducing volunteers for all the scr 
vices and for the many reserve 
programs.

For almost four ho urs three offi 
rials 
who helped prosecute

1954 murder grilled a bushy haired 
convict, 
Donald Joseph Wedler, 
23 
They earned him through his 
life’s 
history, mostly 
a 
tale of 
trouble, and tested his knowledge 
of the Cleveland rase. 
Then they announced that “ we 
take no s+rrrk in Wedler** xtory 
whatsoever ” 


They prepared to pack up and 
return to Ohio this afternoon, leav­ 
ing behind the 25th “ confession” 
of the sensational slaying that put 
Dr. Sam behind bars for life 
“ Not Telling Truth” 


Dr Samuel IL Gerber, Cuyahoga 
County, ohm, coroner, one of the 
three Cleveland officials who ques 
tmned Wedler, said after the jail 
conference:

The $317,500,000 increase was ap­ 
proved on a roll call vote 
Members had approved it tenta­ 
tively Monday 
The action cam e in the face of 
stern objections by the adminis­ 
tration and amid hints that Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower 
ill veto the mea­ 
sure if ii is passed by the Senate. 


The across the hoard pay raise 
would affect 518,000 postal work­ 
ers. 


Backers and opponents said th© 
m easure would help pave the way 
for raises aho for 915,000 whit© 
collar workers 
in other govern­ 
ment agencies 
Eisenhower contended the pay 
hike for postal workers would lead 
to raises 
for other government 
e m p l o y e s 
lie said these would add 
to inflationary pressures and "im ­ 
pede” attempts to cut the national 
debt and eventually reduce taxes. 
The postal bill provides a flat 
$548 raise, starting Sept. I, for 
all I Kist office field workers except 
fourth 
class 
postmaster. 
They 
would get a 12 per cent increase 
with a ceiling of $546. 
Other congressional news; 
Schools: Republican Legislative 
leaders quoted 
President 
Eisen­ 
hower as saying he is not entirely 
satisfied with the House school aid

angered Democratic supporters of 
the measure. 
They had hoped for
